GOVERNMENT TO ASSIST | 
ANGLING ORGANIZATIONS 


Ottawa, April 23—With a view to 
giving further assistance to fish and 
game associations and other bodies in 
helping to maintain and improve the 
angling resources of the country, the 
Fish Culture Division of the Domin- 
ion Fisheries Branch has made pre- 
parations whereby organizations tak- 
ing up fish cultural activities in the 
provinces in which the fisheries are 
administered by the Federal Govern- 
ment, may obtain expert advice and 
supervision without \‘harge, as well 
as free allotments of eggs and fry. 

Fish reared by .any assoc-ation 
under this co-cperative plan are to 
be distributed in public waters only. 

Assistance has already been given 
in several instances and experience 
has indicated that co-operat.ve fish 
culture can be successfully extended, 
with advantage not only to those im- 
mediately concerned but to the ecoun- 
try generally. 
ported by the experience. of the Un‘t- 
ed States where the rumber of: co- 
-oprative fish culture plants increased 
from 25 in’ 1926 to 107 in 1929, and 
‘the-annual-allotments of fry-made-to- 
the plants by the United States Bur- 
eau of Fisheries has’ now reached ap- 
proximately 5,000,000. 

The expectation. of the Fisheries 
Branch is that in most cases in which 
its assistance is: sought, the assoc’a- 
tions taking up fish culture will con- 
fine themselves in the beginning to 
‘operating “rearing ponds” in which 
fry will be brought to the fingerling 
or older stages before distribution’ ir 
public angling streams or lakes. In 
different parts of the country there 
are many areas, in ‘which the water 
level and flow can’ be easily controll 
ad, which are well edepted for use 
or development as rear‘ng ponds, aud 
could be put in shape for use at ccm- 
paratively little expense. Ponds might
